The old rule, the 
true rule, that honesty, capacity and 
fidelity constitute the only real quailifi- 
cations for office, and that there is no 
other claim, gave way to the idea that 
party services are to be chiefly cunsider- 
ed. All partiesin practice have adopt- 
ed this system. It has been essentiall 
modified since its first introduction; it 
has not, however, been improved. At 
first the president, either directly or 
tlirough the heads of departments made 
allthe appointments, but gradually 
the appointing power passed into 
the control of members of congress. The 
offices in these cases have become not 
merely rewards for party services, but 
rewards for services to party leaders. 
This system destroys the sage Face 
of the separate de ents of the gov- 
ernment. {t tends directly to extray- 
agance and official ses page be It is a 
temptation to dishonesty. It hinders 
and impairs the careful supervision and 
strict accountability «i! which alone 
faithful and efficent public service can 
be secured. “It obstructs the prompt 
removal and sure punishment of the 
unworthy. In every way it degrades 
the civil service and character of the 
government. It is telt,l am confident, by 
a large majority of the members of con- 
gress to be an intolerable burden and 
an unwarrantable hinderance to the 
proper discharge of their legitimate du- 
ties. Jt shoyld be abolished. The re- 
form should: be theroughly radical 
and complete. We sbould return to 
the prineiples and practices of the 
founders of the government, supply- 
ing by legislation when needed that 
which was formerly established by 
cu-tom. They neither expected nor 
desired from the 
partisan service. ey meant that 
public officers should owe their whole 
service to the government and the 

ple. They meant-~ that the officer 
should be secure in his tenure as long 
as his personal character remain un- 
tarnished and the performance of his 
duties satisfactory.

From the active 
interest taken in the entire proveed - 
ings by Gen. M. C. Butler, ciyilian and 
lawyer, we rather conclude that he de- 
termined upon the issue of battle, as he 
afterwards led the forces against the 
negroes. What interest he had in the 
matter as between Rivers and the ne- 
groes, what authority tomake demands 
upona militia force and summarily 
punish refusals, and what 
he hoped.to gain by organizing civil 
war in a community where no pressing 
negessity demanded it, are things which 
we cannot make outfrom the full ac- 
counts before us. Nowhere in the re- 
ports of the affair do we find warrant 
for the fighting which came on after- 
wards. There appears no evidence 
that the negroes intended bloodshed, 
opened hostilities, or could not have 
been induced, if properly approached 
aud assured of right treatment, to lay 
down their arms and submit to legal ad 
\justment of the question at issue. 

In a matter like this we speak plain- 
ly and say that ifthe reports given of 
the affair are true an attempt has been 
madly made to repair a wrong by the 
commission ofa greater one. There 
can be no question over the illegality 
and the gross outrageousness of the co- 
ercive warfare, as it was conducted by 
the outsiders. 

These may be good and sufficient 
reasons for all that has been done. We 
hope those engaged in the affair will be 
able to show this, but until they make 
it plain that the safety of the people, 
the peace of the state and the 
interests of society demanded the kill- 


amg of sie nagrneas and ono white man, 
the wounding of three negroes and one 
white man, and the other terrors of the 
occasion, the public will hold them 
guilty of a great outrage. 

Apart (rom all party considerations 
and the danger to democratic success 
involved in these fearful affairs, 
there are higher questions 
of human rights,law and instice involy- 
ed, and we hope that there will be no 
countenance shown to those who want- 
only disregard them. While we deep- 
ly deplore the sad occurrence we trust 
it will be fullv investigated to the relief 
of those who are not responsible for its 
calamities.
